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Lying Wonders 


The Wedges Being Driven Into 
Protestantism

The Bible speaks of “lying won- 
ders.”” About three years ago an 
unknown negro by the name of 
“Divine” appeared in New York 
City and proclaimed himself to be 
God. He was arrested as a nuisance 
and served ten days in jail, which 
his followers claimed was the ful- 
fillment of Revelation: “Thou 
shalt have tribulation ten days.” It 
is claimed by his followers that the 
first morning after his incarnation 
when the jailer brought him food 
he found that his cell was trans- 
formed, or as they called it, ‘“‘ma- 
terialized” with a beautiful bed- 
room suite, Persian carpet, and 
good things to eat. We have four 
reliable witnesses who heard his 
authorized representative make 
this statement. 

No one seems to know from 
whence he came. His followers say 
that he had no birth or beginning 
of days, but that he came out of 
the clouds. Our witnesses are Mr. 
and Mrs. Leonard Boomer and Mr. 
and Mrs. Kenneth Gardner, who 
asked whether this man was the 
voice of the vicar or the represen- 
tative of God, but the answer was, 
no, that he was God Almighty. The 
reader may laugh at this tremen- 
dous blasphemy, but if you are a 
child of God you will weep before 
we are thru with these disclosures. 

T have before me a secular paper 


published in Los Angeles called 
“The California Eagle” whicn gives 
two full pages to “Fatner Divine” 
and calls him God, not in quota- 
tions but as an accepted fact. 1 am 
also informed by his disciples that 
the Catholic clergy are supporting 
him. We talked with some of his 
followers who at one time were 
members’ of _ strict orthodox 
churches; some “Disciples,” oth- 
ers members of Holiness and Pen- 
tecostal churches, who, with all 
seriousness declare that he is God. 
His disciple told us that the mo- 
ment one accepts “Father Divine” 
he immediately becomes a eunuch 
and that there is no more con- 
sciousness of sex, and that the 
wives and husbands, as well as the 
children, are community property 
and belong to no one but “Father 
Divine.”’ While we were’ speaking 
another disciple walked in and 
they saluted each other. The salu- 
tation was not unlike that of 
Mussolini’s or Hitler’s followers. 
The right hand was raised even 
with the head and one_ word, 
“PEACE” was proclaimed. On the 
wall was a picture of “Father Di- 
vine” and underneath the woras 
“Father Divine is God.” 

No collections are taken up ana 
money is rejected when offered. 
One is told that Father Divine has 
the keys of the _ treasuries anu 
needs no money. His daily expen- 
ditures run to tens of thousands of 
dollars and no one knows the 
source of the income. Money has 
been sent to him by mail and it has 
always been returned. He refuses

Beginning Oct. Ist to 6th the 
roads of our country leading to 
Chattanooga, Tenn. were well fill- 
ed with buzzing cars coming from 
the east as far as the Atlantic 
Coast, from the west as far as the 
Pacific Coast, from the south as 
far as the Gulf of Mexico, also the 
Islands, and from the north as far 
as the border of the Dominion of 
Canada. Yes, even from Canada 
they came. What was the big at- 
traction? It was time for the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Church of 
God to convene in the million dol- 
lar Memorial Auditorium of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. Soon these cars 
loaded with passengers arrived. 
Eagerly the crowd awaited the 
time for the opening session. They 
came by the hundreds. Thousands 
of people were soon in the city. Oh, 
what a time just ahead of us! 

The entertainment. committee 
was more than busy locating the 
thousands of delegates, but they 
were well organized and fully able 
to handle the vast crowd. Tie 
hotels and homes of the city work- 
ed loyally in showing us every 
courtesy. 

The Memorial Auditorium has a 
seating capacity of six thousand 
people, and when the hour came 
for the doors to open the throng 
soon packed the building. Profes- 
sor McCoy was in his place at the 
head of the music. . Everyone who 
could find a seat was seated, the

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Notice To All The State Overseers 


S. W. LATIMER, General Overseer 


The ruling of the 28th Annual 
Assembly concerning the Generai 
Overseer setting dates for state 
conventions is still in vogue. Lasi 
year we had some little confusion 
as to the most suitable dates for 
state assemblies. I am kindly ask- 
ing that each state overseer drop 
me a card giving me the date that 
would be the best suited time for 
your state meeting. I would appre- 
cate it if all the southern states 
would have their state conventions 
in January, February, and March 
where practical. 


AGED MINISTERS’ FUND 

I hope that all state overseers 
will take the following ruling up 
with their churches as_ early 1s 
possible so that we may have 
funds to amply care for the aged 
ministers: ‘We recommeng that 
all ministers whose remuneration 
from all sources equals $50.00 or 
more per month, pay one per cent 
on his income and forward to 
Church of God General Secretary 
at the end of each month with his 
monthly report, to create a fund 
for the support of aged ministers. 
We further recommend that the 
pastor of each local church set 
apart one day annually in honor 
of aged ministers for the purpos® 
of raising ten cents per member 
of his entire membership, receipis 
to be forwarded to Church of G1 
General Secretary for the purpose 
of further increasing the above 
named fund.” 





GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 

The committre recommended to 
the Assembly that the same plan 
of 40c per member be continued 
until each state had _ raised its 
quota. We earnestly request that 
each state overseer of states that 
haven’t paid their full quota take 
this up with the churches that are 
in arrears and finish this drive bv 
Dec. 25, 1934, so that all the old 
debts can be liquidated and the 
Church may begin her work anew 
for the salvation of the lost and 
best interest of the work. 


MISSIONS 
The committee advised and the 
Assembly passed that the samt 
plan be practiced for raising mis- 
sion funds this year as in previous 
years. Each pastor will raise an 


amount equal to five per cent of 
the tithes paid into his local church 
and send it in to Headquarters for 
missions each month. There has 
been some misunderstanding con- 
cerning the mission box that is to 
be put up in the local church so 
that the congregation may con- 
tribute to missions. The contribu- 
tion from this mission box is not 
to be applied on your five per cent 
quota but is to be sent in monthly 
to the General Secretary for mis- 
sions. When you take the offering 
from this box and send it in, please 
state that it is from the mission 
box in the local church. This is a 
separate offering from your five 
per cent offering. We have increas- 
ed the number of missionaries, 
sending two to Central America, 
and we will have to have more 
funds this year than in previous 
years. I earnestly request that ev- 
ery one do his best to send the gos- 
pel to other nations this year. 
SUNDAY SCHOOL 

It was recommended that each 
Sunday School have a teachers’ 
meeting each week and that “Hur!- 
but’s Teacher-Training Lessons” 
be studied by all officers, teavhers, 
and prespective teachers of Sun- 
4ay Schools. We hope this wiii pe 
cbserved by all who are engaged 
in Sunda’ School work. I am sure 
yeu will find. it profitable and in- 
structive. Let’s co-operate for bet- 
ter Sunday Schools. You can ob- 
tain the above named text from 
the Church of God Publishing 
House at 50c per copy. 

We are giving the above meas- 
ures which were passed by the 
29th Annual Assembly which we 
feel will be of interest to the work 
in each state and we hope that we 
will find these profitable for the 
spread of the gospel and further- 
ance of the church. We are earn- 
estly praying that we will have the 
hearty co-operation of all the min- 
isters and members of the Church 
of God this year. Come, let us rea- 
son together for the good of the 
Church and for the spreading of 
the Gospel, that souls may be made 
ready for the coming King. I will 
be only too glad to answer any 
questions or come to visit any 
place that needs my service. I will 
have more time this year to travel 
and answer my mail and I expect 
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to be on the field most of the time. 
I covet an interest in the prayers 
of all who pray, that the Lord will 
make this year better than any 
previous year on account of His 
presence and power and the salva- 
tion of the lost.

HOMICIDES 

“In a strong editorial the ‘Chris- 
tian Advocate’ (New York), in the 
issue of June 21, calls attention tu 
the terrible homicide record we are 
making in our country.

No other English-speaking coun- 
try can compete with us at this 
business. For example, in 1932

0.5. We slay 20 times as many as 
our next of kin.’ Attention is call- 
ed to the fact that the rate is high- 
er in the South and this is attribut- 
ed in part to the guntoting habits. 

Dr. Frederick Hoffman, who has 
specialized in homicides statistics 
for many years, declares that the 
murder toll of 1933 was double 
that of 1900.”—Southwestern Ad- 
vocate.

The 29th Annual Assembly

The 29th Annual Assembly of 
the Church of God has come and 
gone but the memories left with 
us of that wonderful gathering 
will linger on until Jesus comes 
and will ever be very pleasant. It 
was not my privilege to attend 
many of the serv:ces, having to 
serve as Chairman of the Enter- 
tainment Committee, but since my 
position threw me _ with the of- 
ficials of the City and managers of 
the Auditorium, I am in a position 
to know some of the effects upon 
the City at large. 

Many people in Chattanooga who 
had never heard a Church of God 
sermon before were present at this 
gathering and expressed great 
surprise at the immensity of the or- 
ganization known as the Church 
of God. One young man called us 
after the Assembly and _ told us 
that although his pastor warned 
them not to attend the Assembly, 
he had attended and was con- 
vinced he needed to be sanctified. 
The night custodian of the Audi- 
torium told me he would not take 
anything for the contact he had 
established with the Church of 
God people and tears flowed freely 
as he rehearsed conversations he 
had with the various ministers. 
The manager at the Auditorium 
said the Church of God folk were 
the nicest crowd he had ever 
handled there. One of the ministers 
of the City came to us and told us 
that he saw his need of more of 
God and that he wanted his mis- 
sion organized for the Church of 
God. 

It might be well to mention here 
that the newspapers of Chatta- 
nooga gave us the best of publicity. 
We could not have asked for finer 
co-operation in every way. On the 
front page of the Hamilton Coun- 
ty Herald, Oct. 12, 1934, the fol- 
lowing appeared: 


“Biggest Thing Yet 

“This Church of God Assembly 
is about the biggest thing Chatta- 
nooga ever had. Bigger than the 
Methodist Conference, the Episco- 
pal Diocese, the Presbyterian 
Synod, or the Southern Baptist 
Convention.” 

We also give herewith a boxed-in 
insertion from the Chattanooga 
Times, Oct. 13, 1934, comments 
on the Assembly by Eugene J. 


Bryan, Commissioner of Fire and 
Police: 
“Bryan Praises Meet for Good 


Character 

“During the six days in which 
the International Church of God 
convention was in session here not 
a single report of disorder or loss 
of articles by the delegates was re- 
ported to police, Commissioner 
Eugene J. Bryan stated last night. 

“It was one of the best conven- 
tions we have ever had here, and 
I wish we could have more like it,’ 
declared the commissioner. 

“Commissioner Bryan pointed 
out that with 5,000 church mem- 
bers attending the gathering here, 
it was one of the largest in recent 
years. Hundreds of out-of-town 
cars came to Chattanooga and 
most of the drivers were unfami- 
liar with the city streets, yet not a 
single automobile collision involv- 
ing a delegate was reported, said 
the commissioner. 

“There was only one instance of 
injury to a visitor and that occur- 
red when a delegate’s car struck a 
fellow-church member near the 
auditorium Wednesday afternoon, 
resulting in slight injury to the 
pedestrain. 

“Officers from the police depart- 
ment were constantly on duty in 
and near the auditorium. At Mc- 
Callie avenue and Lindsay street a 
traffic policeman was always in 
evidence and assisted the vis‘tors 
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in crossing the street. Patrolman 
Lloyd Day, who usually is found 
at Eighth and Market, directed 
traffic at the intersection daily. 

“Day complimented the church 
members on the manner in whici 
they obey traffic signals in cross- 
ing the street and praised local 
drivers for the caution they exer- 
cised in passing the auditorium.” 

And so the 29th Assembly has 
left its tracks in the Dynamo of 
Dixie, Chattanooga, Tenn.

The “World Echo,” a 12-page 
weekly paper, makes this _blas- 
phemous statement: “Jesus had 


only Sonship Degree, but Father 
Divine, Perfect Mirror of God, has 
Fathership Degree.” 

To prove that it is not only the 
colored people and the __ illiterate 
who accept him as God, we give a 
quotation from the “World Echo” 
of March 31, 1934, written by a 
wealthy white man from the State 
of Washington, broadcasted over 
KVOS: 


Bellingham, Washington: 

Peace Everybody! With the 
passing of each week the name of 
Father Divine looms larger and 
laiger, and brighter on the horizon 
of this world’s experience. The sig- 
nificance of the Name varies with 
individuals but to everyone it 
means something unusual, some- 
thing different. There seems to be 
a certain something about this 
name that will not permit anyone 
to dismiss it from the mind as be- 
ing unimportant. The Name of Fa- 
ther Divine sticks wherever it is 
heard, and where the Name sticks, 
the meaning of the Name _ in the 
Light of Truth and Reality, begins 
to unfold itself. In this way mil- 
lions have come to know the true 
significance of this Name of God. 
For most surely the Name of Fa- 
ther Divine is the Name of God. 
... Father Divine is the name not 
only of a Great Absolute or Ulti- 
mate Spiritual Reality, to be con- 
sidered more or less as a philoso- 
phical abstraction, but Father Di- 
vine is also the name of that Great 
Spiritual Reality MADE FLESH 
and revealed in the form of MAN. 
This Great Principle or Power of 
Spirit, or whatever one wishes to 
call it, is manifesting and revealing 
itself in this world and in the af- 
fairs of this world, in a way that it 
has never revealed itself before. 
... And I am referring to the Per- 
sonal Presence of this meek and 
lowly little figure that is known to 
the world as Father Divine and to 
millions as God in the flesh. One 
will find that from this specific 
point in the world this great spir- 
itual quickening is spreading like 
wildfire. The words that fall from 
the lips of Father Divine are quite 
evidently words that accomplish 
that whereunto they are sent. 
When He declares that He will do 


a thing IT IS DONE. He has not 
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fallen down On any one of the revo- 
lutionary and 1adical statements 
made by Him, particularly during 
the past two years. Among other 
things he said he would clean up 
New York City. Maybe LaGuardia 
publicly acknowledged Father Di- 
v.ne as his Counsellor and Advisor, 
and contrary to the expectations of 
the most astute politicians he was 
elected Mayor of New York City 
and through him Father Divine is 
cleaning up New York City politi- 
cally as it has never been cleaned 
before.” 

Speaking to one of his “angels” 
I was informed that the number of 
his followers has now reached to 
12,000 in America alone.

PARADE 


Is Given by Times 
Many said to be curious about 
where 

Father Divine obtains money 

with 
which he does charity. 
(Reprint from the New York 
Times) 

Harlem had its own Easter Pa- 
rade. It was a_ sinuous, brilliant 
procession of hundreds of chanting 
followers of the Rev. M. J. Divine, 
who is “Father” to thousands of 
Negroes in a series of “kingdoms” 
throughout the metropolitan area. 

The swaying ranks were viewed 
by thousands along the route and 
by the “Father” himself and his 
staffin a twelve-passenger red 
monoplane which soared in great 
circles above the marchers, From 
a low-flying autogiro trailed in 
clear crimson letters the legend, 
“Peace to the World—Father Di- 
vine’s Mission.” 

The parade formed at about 
noon at 137th St. and Edgecombe 
Ave. Long before the start an hour 
later it stretched to 135th St. and 
waiting units were throbbing to 
the beat of truck-mounted bands. 
A group of women in white tams 
and sweaters and bright green 
skirts sang “Rejoice in the Lord.” 
Bearing a gold-lettered sign with 
a picture of “Father Divine and 
the message, “He is God Al!- 
mighty,”’ a sad-eyed little girl 11 
years old in a white sweater and 
an emerald skirt waited for the 
signal to start. Behind her four 
tinier girls stood patiently beneath 
a sign declaring that “Father Di- 
vine is God and a Little Child Sha!l 
Lead Them.” 
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Everywhere there were small 
posters on sticks, often with oniy 


one word — like ‘‘God,” “Joy,” 
“Peace,” or “Life.” Finally the 
first band struck up, “Pack Up 


Your Troubles,” and the parade 
got under way. Sunday School 
teachers rushed to the windows of 
St. Mark’s Methodist Church and 
protested against the din. Patrol- 
man Benj. Wallace of the West 
135th St. Station escorting the 
marchers, silenced the musicians 
until the church was passed. 


Turning north along Edgecombe 
Ave. the celebrants swung east at 
145th St. and pointed for Seventh 
Ave. There was a little let-up by 
the bands but none by the singers. 
“He is God, he is God, he is God, 
God, God,” they intoned with 
fierce monotony. There were .aany 
jazz tunes; but all the iymes were 
parodies about Father Divine. 

No one seemed to know where 
the adored leader was. Some said 
feeding the needy; others were 
sure he was in an automobile at 
the end of the line. But when the 
big red plane sailed into view at 
112th St., just as the vanguard was 
turning east, everyone seemed to 
understand at once that the “Fa- 
ther” himself was in it. They stop- 
ped in their tracks; they waved the 
signs and banners. ‘He is God, he 
is God, he is God, God, God,” they 
roared. 

It was about 3 o’clock when the 
parade reached its goal, Rockland 
Palace, at 155th St. and 8th Ave. 
By 3:30 the dimly lit hall vibrated 
with the voices of more than 5,000 
men, women and children—with 
the thundering stamp of their feet. 

“Oh Father Divine is so sweet, 
is so sweet,”’ poured from strained 
throats toward the platform, where 
the “Father” sat. “Oh, Father Di- 
vine is so sweet... .” 

Colonel Hubert Julian, the 
“black eagle,” appeared on the 
platform. He had piloted the red 
plane, he said. It had taken off 
from North Beach airport. Pictures 
had been taken of the parade. The 
Colonel, as immaculate as ever. 
confided that he was planning a 
world flight, on which he would 


spread the message of the ‘“Fa- 
ther.” 
Soon “Father” Divine left for 


the “Faithful Mary” mission house 
at 158 W. 126th St., where one of 
the regular “banquets” afforded 
daily to the needy was spread.

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There was a_ spotless U-shaped 
table, heaped with turkey and 
cold meats of all kinds; with cakes 
and easter eggs and pickle relish. 
There were waiters in white uni- 
forms with “Peace” and “Father” 
sewed in maroon on their lapels. 
There was a piano, a tambourine, 
singing and dancing. 

Through it all there was no col- 
lection, no solicitation of any kind. 
Visitors from out of town were 
amazed at the quantity of food, at 
the entire program. They repeated 
the inevitable question—“Where 
does he get the money?” “How 
does he do it?” 

Back in the Rockland Palace 
5,000 persons who required no an- 
swer were awaiting the “Father’s” 
return. ‘He is God, he is God, he is 


God, God, God,” they chanted. “He 


is God.”... 

The New York Times of April 14, 
1934, writes at length of a similar 
demonstration in Newark, N. J., in 
which it says: ‘ 

“From the depths of the hearts 
of more than ten thousand, came 
that mighty sound, ‘GOD, GOD, 
HE’S GOD, GOD, GOD,’ as they 
marched 10,000 strong through the 
streets of Newark, celebrating the 
victory Father had given them 
when the legal authorities of N. J. 
attempted to stop them from mak- 
ing their declaration known that 
Father Divine is God.” 

A similar demonstration was 
held in Bridgeport, Conn., and in 
other towns east and west. 

Mr. Walter Clemon Lanyon, an 
eminent English author and schol- 
ar, wrote a number of books about 
“Father Divine,”’ among them,““The 
Eyes of the Blind,” “The Laughing 
God,” “Out of the Clouds,” “Behold 
the Man!” These books are for sale 
at the “Flower Book Store,” Los 
Angeles, Calif., and are $2.50 each. 
They are beautifully bound and 
ably edited. 

“Where does he get the money?” 
is continually asked. His teaching 
is a mixture of Christian Science, 
Theosophy, Unity and Commun- 
ism, and it is splitting Christian 
churches. I am asking the ques- 
tion: May it not be true that the 
Jesuit Order which is doing its best 
to split Protestantism and true 
Testament worship may be back 
of this man? 

Let me say that this is not a fly 
by night affair but is in a position 
to spread throughout the length 
of the world. I would not advise 
any Man or woman to go near 
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them unless he or she has the Holy 
Ghost, for it is the most subtle and 
devilish power in the world. 

We are also informed that a 
thousand Buddhist monks are 
coming to America by way of Eu- 
rope to preach Buddhism, At the 
head of this group is Mr. Lincoln, 
one time a Jewish Rabbi in Hun- 
gary, later an Episcopal clergy- 
man, then member of the British 
Parliament; then a spy who was 
deported from America to Eng- 
land. This man is now a Buddhist 
priest and is coming to convert 
America. Will he succeed? Thou- 
sands are following him.The world 
has rejected God and therefore God 
is sending them strong delusions 
that they may believe a lie and be 
damned. 

We have on good authority from 
Mr. Fred. Bennet of the American 
Science Foundation and _brother- 
in-law of Mr. Montgomery, World 
Vice President of the Seventh Day 
Adventist Church, that the Jesuit 
Order is actively supporting the 
Seventh Day Adventist movement 
with money and otherwise, not be- 
cause they believe in the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church but because 
it is driving a wedge into Protes- 
tantism. 


That every effort by every con- 
ceivable means, is being used to 
drive the world into the clutches 
of Jesuitism and especially to un- 
dermine Protestant Christianity is 
proved by the following: 

First: Hitler and Jesuitism. From 
the moment that Hitler, an Aus- 
trian-Slavonian, became head of 
Germany, things commenced to 
happen within the spiritual realms 
of the Mother of Protestantism.

Second: The Oxford Movement 
which has made such inroads into 
the Protestant churches until 
some of the very elect were deceiv- 
ed by it, have finally declared that 
when organic unity comes it will 
be under the Bishop of Bishops, the 
Bishop of Rome. 


The warning to mankind today 
is: Receive the love of the the truth 
and be saved. Get on the solid 
foundation so that these strong de- 
lusions and lying wonders (2 Thes. 
2:10-12) will not overcome you. As 
we travel from coast to coast, from 
the palms of Florida to the pines 
of the Pacific Northwest, from 
Portland, Maine to Portland, Ore- 
gon, we find that these deceiving, 
lying wonders are sweeping the 
country. Mighty men are falling, 
those with whom we have labored 
in the past, members of good, or- 
thodox churches; preachers and 
evangelists are falling and being 
swept in by this “Father Divine” 
and other deceiving lies of the 
devil. It behooves men and women 
to have a Gilgal, a sure foundation. 
“He that shall endure unto the 
end, the same shall be saved.”
